Backed by a snare drummer, a 
bugler and a dozen-(xld singing 
solicitors (alias the "Norman Law- 
boff Chorus"*, three speakers took 
the stump to denounce the Stu- 
dents' Party's Bob WalnaeoU and 
Whayne Priest. 

Drinking free lea^ade provided 
by the barrlstersb an awiteaee of 

over 100 students tittered, smiled, 
guffawed and cheered the speak- 
ers. A front-row groap of faiw 
dents waved aloft an assortment 
of brooBW whenever the orators 
waioi partienlarly eloquent 

"nie rally followed a petition 

signed by 79 of the Law School's 
108 students, assertedly to censure 
Wainaoott and to support Jones. 

Wainscott had asked a group of 
law students to "act like gentle- 
men" when they came to Student 
Congress after the December elec- 
tion, protesting Priest's decision 
that Ken Kusch. a write-in can- 
didate, could not be seated. Priest 
was SC's Elections Committee 
chairman. 

Although Kusch had a Law 
School vote majority, the 8C oon- 
stltntioa did not provide for write- 
in candidates. The assembly seat 
was instead given to Bob Man- 
chester, Kusch's opponent, after a 
rollag by the Jndlelary Board. 

A referendum in today's general 
election provides for a constitu- 
tional amendment to aOoiw write- 
in candidates. 

The first speaker, Al Smith, said 
the lawyers were going to repri- 
mand the Students' Party candi- 
date and his cohort (Priest) by 



pledging thrir votes to Jones. 

He said the two had insulted 
and defiled the Law School, bat 
that «tyraala aai uespeia hava 
been foBsi if Iht am aff tkt 

law." 

Smith was followed by Les Aber* 
son. iriio dtad Priest's and Wain* 
scott's "dictatorial taetks" and 

said: 

"Today it is our turn to expose 

this cruel, dastardly, premeditated, 
fiendish, cowardly, cold-blooded 
act." Drawing laughter and cheers 
as he quoted from Omar Khayyam 
to Abraham Lincoln, Aberson 
added that: 

"To yea, PAW, we say: ^oa 

shall not press down upon the brow 
of the free student body this 
erewn of

Introduced by Aberson as '^hat 

silver-tongued orator, the noblest 
Roman of them all." the final 
speaker was Henry R. Wllhott Jr. 
He drew upon the Bible, Lincoln. 
Shakespeare and Winston Church- 
ill in lambasting Priest and Wain- 
scott for the "irreparable humili- 
ation" the Law School allegedly 
had suffered at their hands. 

"Fellow barristers, solicitors and 
m'lords." Wilhoit said, "lend me 
your ears. I come not to praise 
Jones, but to bury Wainacott." 

"We do not seek a 'square deal' 
or a 'new deal' or a 'fair deal.'" 
Wilhoit added, "but we would like 
to see a stacked deck out for a 
change."

Medal Without Honor S^-^^weapons

barrister and economist, appeared 
May 2 in The Nation -The Editor) 

"The President injected a personal 
note," reported the Netc York Times, 
"in presenting the Gold Medal to Dr. 
Von Braun, who 15 years ago received 
the Knight's Cross from the GemMUi 
govemmeot for bis work to perfecting 
the V-2 iockeli med to bomberd Lon- 
don. 

"My congrattilations," the President 
remarked with a imile. "We're all 

proud of you." 

The Von Brann citation said: "The 
security of the nation and the free 
world has been enhanced by his great 
learning and extraordinary achieve- 
fnents*" 

My eye stopped at these warmly 
congratulatory words, and my mtod 
swung back 15 yean-from fantasy to 

reality. 

Darkness was about to close in on a 
chilly winter day in 1944, as my eco- 
nomics class met in what was left of 
Goldsmith's College of the University 
of London. In this soudieast neigh- 
borhood of London, four yean of 
bombtogand blastings had left banUy 
i street intact* 

The night raids, in later phases of 
the war, had slacked off somewhat, 
but had reduced Goldsmith's College 
i rom its original 50 classrooms to bare- 
ly half a dozen. One of the best pre- 
served of these was mine. I see it now, 



Its windows stuck up with uneven 
boards or stuffed with flto and-SOtt' 

blackened sandbags. 

The crash came with terrific deafen- 
ing suddenness— in the middle of a 
.sentence. The V-2s gave us no warn- 
ing: only a split-second swish, like a 
hurricane bursting from a bottle 
thiowu against a ■Mmntato ol dyna- 
mile* The whole room became a 
semi-solid mass of stifling smoke and 
sharp, gritty flying dirty, mixed with 
the appalling stench of explosive 
chemicals and the pectiliar odor of 
decay that marks the disintegration 
of centiiries-old buildings and walls. 

This particular priceless gift from 
Hitler's war machine had actually fal- 
len about time houses away from the 
college. It is true that die V-2 rocket 
which Von Braun and his fisllow Nazi- 
scientists had invented, installed and 
launched against London contained 
only one ton of T.N.T. One ton-a 
mere juvenile delinquent's Christmas 
toy, compared with the real adult 
things he now has to play with, at 
$50 million apitece! 

It was just before ctosing time for 
the shops to tbe nei^borfaood when 
this eitnordinary contribution to the 
Hague Convention, which prohibits 
acts of war against civilians and non- 
combatants, fell that evening exactly 
on the Co-operative Stores at the 
comer of the street where, at that 
moment, a dozen or more housewives, 
some with their little children, were 



putttog their last-minute groceries in 
their shopping bap or eoUecttag their 

change. 

Whether anyone survivetl, 1 do not 
remcml)er. Clambering ovvr this sud- 
den desert of destroyed brickwork, 
chimney tops, drainpipes and door 
frames, watebtog firemen and Chffl 
Defense and Red Cross workers, who 
were at the spot withto minutes, one 
could not even recognize the street 
anymore. The supersonic speed of the 
\' 1 nu krt. accelerating from so great 
a height, had hit with <Mr splitting im- 
pact, piling up the debris into a Nast 
amphitheatre which made it seem as 
though the whole of the Co-operative 
Stores had been driven into the very 
center of tiie earth* 

Is it necessary to describe whkt 
happens to human bodies when they 
become instantaneously mixed up 
with inert matter? Or how unex- 
pected, unreal, is the sudden dis- 
covery that one's hand or foot is 
touching what a few minutes before 



was part of another human Ix'ing— 
now almost indistinguishable and 
protruding from thick layers of muck 
and filth which coagulates human 
bl(MKl into a sort of gluey stain on 
stone or brickwork or wood? 

Fortunately, thanks to Von Braun 
and the others, this obsoine mossiness 
is not likely to offend us to the next 
war. Few will survive who are dost 
enough to the blast of a 20-megaton 
warhead to see its immediate effects. 
And the few who do will Im" pirasrd 
to !i()te that a iiucKar blast ol this 
t\p<' bums up the hutnaii Inxly into 
clean a.sh, lik«> a crematory, over a 
500-square-mile radius, thu.s proving 
without doubt the superior benefits 
of our new modes of killtog over 
tiwee "dirty" T.N.T. missiles of 15 
years aga 

How unmistaka})Iy obvious it is that 
the "security of the nation and the 
free world has b<'en enhaMceil by 
X'on Braun s great learning and • • . • 
extraordinary achievemcuts."
